We have 
not only lost the support of many 
of those from other sections on 
whom we once relied, but the 
representatives and senators from 
the 11 states of the old Confed- 
eracy no longer present a solid 
front. This was painfully evi- 
dent when only 17 votes were 
cast in the Senate against the 
Civil Rights Bill of 1957. There is 
no longer any ‘solid South’ in the 
Congress.”

power and influence. 


Long Needed 

This starkly honest evaluation 
has long been needed to restore 
reality to an emotional climate 
sadly lacking in that necessary 
ingredient. For almost four years 
the cry from local politicians has 
been “‘We are winning’. The most 
preposterous evasions of the truth 
were peddled like quack cure-all 
nostrums by men calling them- 
selves “States Righters.” 


Those editors or columnists, na- 
tional or local, who sought to keep 
before the people the truth that 
the Supreme Court decision was 
an accomplished fact, and that 
Southern political strength and 
prestige in the Congress were at 
the lowest ebb in a generation, 
were abused as anti-Southern. 


This clamor of confusion, if un- 
checked, would have begun to 
do political harm to all Deep 
South members of the Congress. 


Had the truth not been. told, 
that the South now lacks the con- 
gressional power it once had, 
candidates seeking to replace 
Southern senators would have 
arisen. (Indeed, some of the local 
politicians have planned it that 
way.) Their campaign promise 
would have been, “Send me to 
Washington and I'll put the Su- 
preme Court in its place.” 


The truth is bitter to many, 
but the net effect cannot be other- 
wise than healthy. It is no anti- 
Southerner who has told the plain 
unvarnished facts — ““The eleven 
statés of the old Confederacy no 
longer present a solid front... 
There is no longer any ‘solid 
South’ in the Congress.” 


Why has the South lost power? 
And is it only the South which 
has lost? 


Multiple Answers 

There are multiple answers to 
the first query. In the first place, 
history has passed the South by, 
nationally and internationally, as 
it had with slavery in 1860. But 
basically, political power has 
eroded because of the great shifts 
in population.

Bill Asks 
For Audit 


In Jackson =

A bill calling for a complete 
audit of Jackson County govern- 
ment “not later than May 1” will 
be introduced Monday by Rep. 
Mac Barber. 


The bill is the latest round in 
the fight that broke into the open 
last week when Piedmont Circuit 
Judge Maylon Clinkscales dis- 
charged the Jackson Grand Jury 
while. it was still perfecting a 
special presentment (indictment). 


While it is not expected to pro- 
voke any controversy, the audit 
bill is probably the most news- 
worthy piece of legislation still 
facing the waning Legislature. 

The generally peaceful’ session 
will end Friday. 


For the most part, legislators in 
their last five days of the 1959 
General Assembly will: have to 
deal with a large volume of non- 
controversial legislation. 


The Jackson County bill will 
call for “a complete audit of the 
fiscal affairs of Jackson County 
for a period of not less than two 
years preceding the effective date 
of this act.” 


It further provides that the 
audit shall be made by a “non- 
resident certified public account- 
ant” and that “results of such 
audit shall be made available for 
inspection by residents of Jack- 
son County and any other person 
who have any interest therein.” 


The audit is to begin “within 
10 days of the approval of this

Kennedy, Morse and Roosevelt 
said in a statement: ‘The pres- 
ent $1 minimum wage is even less 
adequate in 1959 than the original 
25 cent minimum was in 1938. The 
lowest paid workers have fallen 
farther and farther’ behind the 
average wage earner. Moreover, 
a smaller proportion of our na- 
tion’s work force has wage-hour 
protection today than had such 
protection in 1938.” 


The proposed legislation would 
repeal a 1949 amendment which 
restricted the coverage of the 
Wage-Hour Laws to employes of 
‘producers of goods in interstate 
‘commerce and of others whose 
operations are closely related and 
directly essential to such produc- 
tion. 


WOULD EXTEND 


Another Kennedy - Morse-Roos- 
evelt proposal would extend the 
wage-hour coverage to several en- 
terprises not now covered but still 
subject to the broad jurisdiction 
of the National Labor Relations 
Board. 


A third proposal would elimi- 
nate certain exemptions from the 
wage-hour coverage, such as some 
local transportation and commu- 
nication services, and specified 
retail establishments. 


However, Kennedy, Morse and 
Roosevelt said their legislation 
will be so written as to exempt 
explicitly ‘“‘the so-called ma and 
pa” family-operated enterprises.

Refusal by the organized opposition to 
hear the other side of the story in pro- 
posed annexation of Sandy Springs to the 
City of Atlanta is shortsighted and un- 
democratic. It becomes even worse when 
this opposition goes to extremes to pre- 
vent the other side’s being heard at all. 


The alleged public hearing called Fri- 
day by the Fulton legislative delegation 
at the Capitol became a mere shouting 
bee by opponents of annexation, with no 
chance for the opposite view to be heard. 
Rep. McClelland’s unfairness to the may- 
or of Atlanta, for instance, appeared as 
intentional as it was obvious. 


The facts remain, as was pointed out 
so well in yesterday’s story by Richard 
Ashworth, that citizens of the area in 
question stand to gain considerably more 
through annexation than by remaining as 
an unincorporated area. 

Taxes and costs of services would re- 
main about the same as now. On the 
other hand, insurance rates would be ap- 
proximately half. Sanitary rates would 
be lower and costs of water would be 
cut in half. Garbage service, police pro- 
tection and facilities of the entire Atlanta 
Fire Department would be available. 

Making Sandy Springs a fire district, 
even if costs could be kept to five mills, 
would not provide maximum protection 
which would be available within the city. 


In addition, the community would elect 
two aldermen and one school board 
member. 


Thorough exploration of the facts 
leads one inescapably to the conclusion 
that the majority of new residents in the 
Sandy Springs section would benefit from 
annexation in almost every respect. The 
argument that Atlanta’s schools might 
close is irrelevant. If Atlanta’s schools are 
closed, it is a rather sure bet that Fulton’s 
will not last much longer. 

It should be pointed out clearly that 
the people of Atlanta are not trying to 
force annexation. Neither is the city gov- 
ernment. Initial costs of annexation,) for 
instance, would fall upon all inta tax- 
payers. But as an urban . of the 
city, residents 6f fast-growing Sandy 
Springs would have those urban services 
they need. While Atlantans would wel- 
come these new citizens, most.of whom 
make their living in the city, there is no 
coercion. 

Under the proposed bill, citizens of the 
area would decide the issue themselves 
though a referendum. They should re- 
member that the community will contin- 
ue to grow. In view of all facts, they 
should be given the choice. Efforts to 
prevent their knowing the facts are a 
public disservice. .

Sen. Hennings speaks the blunt truth 
when he says, “The studies of the Con- 
stitutional Rights Subcommittee show 
that more and more public business is be- 
ing conducted behind closed doors.” Geor- 
gians especially can appreciate the frank- 
ness of that statement: of fact. And only 
those who have something to ‘hide or a 
private ax to grind will disagree that, ““No 
democracy can survive long in an atmos< 
phere of excessive secrecy and we have 
reached the danger point.” 

When more senators, representatives, 
state legislators and governors come 
around to Sen. Hennings’ and Gov. Van- 
diver’s way of thinking, maybe there’ll 
be more freedom of information and a 
better-informed public.

House Chairman 
Sees Half Billion

WASHINGTON—The chairman 
of the House military appropria- 
tions subcommittee predicted Sun- 
day that Congress would increase 
President Eisenhower's proposed 
$41 billion military budget for fis- 
cal 1960 by about $500 million. 


Rep. George H. Mahon (D-Tex) 
said the principal boost would be 
in the missiles program, which he 
said was “‘not adequate” in the 
President's budget. The increase, 
he predicted, could be absorbed 
within the President’s total budget 
figure of $77 billion by cutting into 
some civilian programs and for- 
eign aid, and by exercising great- 
er economies within the military 
establishment. 


Sen. Symington (D-Minn), in a 
separate interview, said in re 
sponse to a question that the situ- 
ation of this country relative to 
the Russians would be “hopeless” 
in five years unless the missiles 
program is speeded up. 

SEES MORE MISSILES 


The Senator, a former Secre- 
tary of the Air Force in the Tru- 
man Administration, said the 
United States ‘could make a 
great many more missles with the 
program as it is set up, if we 
wanted to." 


Rep. Mahon told questioners on 
the CBS-TV program “Face The 
Nation” that he thought Congress 
should increase the military bud- 
get figure by as much as $1 bil- 
lion or $2 billion but, he said, the 


ultimate boost would probably be | ¢ 


about $500 million, giving the 
President a total of $41,500,000,000. 


The Texan said he favored as- 
signing the increase to the missile 
program, particularly the liquid 
fuel atlas, because ‘‘it is not good 
to be behind” the Soviet Union 
in the race to build an adequate 
stockpile of ICBMs. He said he 
would “rather be on the strong 
side” than try to get by with a 
“razor-edge budget’’ in this field. 


SAYS DETERRENT LESS 


He said ‘the U.S.)deterrent to 
war launched by the Sdviet Union 
“is deteriorating and will con- 
tinue to deteriorate over the next 
few years until we have a stock- 
pile of a reasonable number of 
ICBMs.” 


At the moment, he said, he had 
no doubt that this country, 
through the Strategic Air Com- 
mand bomber force and other 
means, could deliver a more dev- 
astating blow upon the Soviet 
Union than the Soviet could upon 
this country. But in a year or 
two, he said, Soviet leaps ahead 
in the field of ICBM development 
could seriously jeopardize this. 


NOTES DANGER TO 1965 


Because of steady Soviet ad- 
vances, he said, this country was 
more vulnerable this year than 
last, and would be increasingly 
vulnerable until around 1965, 
when it would presumably have 
an adequate ICBM stockpile.

What happens? The top spin 
causes the ball to spin like a 
top, rather than to hook or 
curve. It loses its spinning ac- 
tion before hitting the head pin 
and is likely to fade on its way 
to the 1-3 pocket. 


The remedy is the straight 
arm finish shown in the sketch. 
By keeping the ball grooved 
close to the body it’s natural to 
reach out. The fingers, not the 
wrist, apply the spin. They can 
properly perform this function 
if they leave the holes in the

Check the position of the thumb and index finger at the time 
of ball release. If there is a little ““V" between them, the position 
of the hand on the ball is correct.

Dr. Rynearson said that hor- 
mones included in cosmetics and 
various creams could have no 
value whatsoever, and such sub- 
stances as extracts from queen 


bees could do no good. “I be 
lieve that such stuff doesn’t come 
from bees—it is pure hogwash,” 
Dr. Rynearson said. 


The Mayo specialist also said 
that the Mayo Clinic “denied 
fatherhood” of various diets ad- 
vertised as “Mayo” diets. “Any 
doctor can tell you how to lose 
weight,”” Dr. Rynearson said. 
“There has never been an in- 
stance in man or animal of a gain 
in weight which was not induced 
by eating.” 


Dr. Brown warned of the dan- 
gers of a high cholesterol diet. 
‘We still have a lot to learn about 
cholesterol, but we do know it 
goes along with high blood pres- 


sure. Cholesterol comes mainly 
from animal fat and can usually 
be controlled by diet,” the doctor 
said. 


Dr. Rynearson said that emo- 
tional factors are important in 
weight control. ‘‘Good psychiatry 
is more important than good 
diet,’ he said. 

Dr. Brown said that emotions 
can cause complications and in- 
creased seriousness in allergic 
diseases.

Clarence and Lucille Ram- 
sey are just plain folks. They 
could be the family next door.

It wasn’t long before this 
dread, little-known killer of in- 
fants had taken its toll of the 
Ramsey’s two little boys, one

Get Scholarship-Loans 


CHAPEL HILL, N. C.—North 
Carolina, like Turkey, has long 
been famous for raising its own 
tobacco. 


Now the Tarheel State is rais- 
ing its own psychiatrists. This 
summer the first one will begin 
working for the state—a young 
Turk by the name of Zarzar. 


Tax-paying North Carolinans 
underwrite the training of some 
of their home-grown psychiatrists. 
Under a setup similar to Geor- 
gia’s physicians for rural areas 
system, North Carolina lends 
medical students $1,900 a year 
during their four-year study. 


Upon graduation, the young 
M.D. can repay the loans by go- 
ing to work in the state hospitals. 
For each year he works for the 
state, $1,900 is deducted from his 
obligation. At the same time, of 
course, he is being paid a salary 
by the state. 


North Carolina’s psychiatric 
center at Chapel Hill has grown 
rapidly since Hospitals Board of 
Control Chairman John Umstead 
sidetracked one million dollars 
for such a training and research 
center. The million had been ear- 
marked for the state hospital at 
Morganton. 


“That was in 1951,” Umstead 
said. “‘We kept losing personnel

concerning the experiments. 


Briefly, here are the principal 
points of the article: The doc- 
tors, working at the University of 
Illinois, injected cancerous tissue 
into animals. They then extract- 
ed serum. from these animals, 
and developed antibodies from the 
serum. 


NEW TWIST 


This had been done before, but 
the Illinois University scientists 
made a new step when they sepa- 
rated the cancer anti-bodies from 
the normal tissue anti-bodies 
which had stopped prior experi- 
ments at this stage. 


They then used this “anti-cancer 
fraction” to inoculate 20 out of 30 
rats. Next they injected cancer- 
causing inoculation into all of the 
rats. 


In the 10 “control” rats, each 
developed a “‘take,” or palpable 
cancer, within eight days. In the 
20 inoculated rats, 12 never de- 
veloped any cancer, and the eight 
which did, did not “take” until 
the 22nd to the 25th day.

accredited (Raleigh), the psychi- 
atric center serves as a lure to 
medical school graduates in other 
states. A new M.D. going into 
psychiatric work knows he can 
get training in the state that will 
count toward his recognition by 
the American Board of Psychia- 
try and Neurology. 


Many state hospitals are not on 
the accredited list. Milledgeville 
is not, for example. And neither 
are three of North Carolina’s hos- 
pitals—with this vital distinction: 


At Goldsboro and Butner, resi- 
dents can get board-eligible train- 
ing by spending part of their time 
at Chapel Hill. 


The training program require- 
ments for a psychiatrist are ar-’ 
duous and explicit. A man must, 
after his four years of medical 
college, complete a year of in- 
ternship, three years of training 
and two years of practice. Train- 
ing and internship must be, of 
course, at accredited schools or 
hospitals. 


It’s obvious, therefore, that a 
state plan to “‘grow its own’’ must 
be a long-range one. It will no 
doubt be some years yet before 
the full fruit of the North Caro- 
lina effort will be evident. 


As metitioned, the first scholar- 
ship-loan student will soon be 
working for the state. At present 
there are only five certified psy- 
chiatrists on hospital staffs in the 
state. But seven have completed 
their requirements at Raleigh 
Hospital and are in the process— 
or soon will be—of applying for 
board certification. , 


In the years ahead, more and 
more psychiatrists will be com- 
pleting their requirements at Ra- 
leigh, at Butner and at Goldsboro. 


The research and training cen- 
ter has come a long way since 
Umstead sidetracked that million 
dollars in 1951. It has come far 
enough so that it will, according 
to Dr. Barnard Holland, head of 
Emory University’s psychiatric 
department, likely become the 
second school in the South to be 
able to offer full training in psy- 
choanalysis. (The other is at New 
Orleans. ) 


Meanwhile it continues to nour- 
ish the state’s four mental hospi- 
tals and to make North Carolina 


an attractive place to young phy- 
sicians all over the south who are 
interested in psychiatry.

The scientists took two patients 
who had advanced cases of cancer 
of the breast. They took tissue 
from the cancers and injected it 
into sheep. From the sheep’s blood 
the doctors developed a serum 
containing an anti-body to the 
cancer. After the scientists in- 
jected this serum into the 
patients, they found that the 
tumors suffered by the patients 
decreased considerably in size, al- 
though they did not disappear. 


The significent discovery of the 
three doctors at Illinois was how 
to separate the cancer anti-body 
from the healthy tissue anti-body, 
which had stopped all experiments 
aleng this line up until now. Be- 
fore the present experiments, 
scientists could make a cancer 
anti-body from serum extracted 
from a cancerous organism, but 
at the same time they would 
make a healthy-tissue anti-body 
which could result in death if it 
wére injected into an animal.

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WILD WEST heroes 
and legends have come 
down through the 
years in a colorful mist 
of awe, wonder and 
glory. Television today 
is full of cowboys and 
their glories. Research 
shows, however, that 
the cowpokes were 
drunks, rowdies and 
hoodlums. . . and occa- 
sionally heroes. This is

Every night the heroes of the Old West stalk 
across the TV screens, stealthy, brave, virtuous and 
quick. Their names have been plucked from history— 
their names perhaps, but not their deeds. 


The deeds are pure fiction. The heroes and vil- 
lains of the Old West bore little similarity to their 
TV counterparts. Fer one thing, often the same man 
was a hero one day‘and the villain the next, depend- 
ing on his mood and circumstances. 


Wyatt Earp, the famed frontier marshal, was a 
fugitive from justice for a year. Bat Masterson was 
ordered from Dodge City fer shooting out of turn. 
Wild Bill Hickok was a wheezy old phony who dis- 
tinguished himself in his big showdown at Abilene 
' by shooting his own deputy in the stomach. Annie 
Oakley never saw a catile rusiler, except possibly 
ever the footlighis. 


The real history of the West strips most of the 
glamor from the gun-toting cowboys and paints 
them as they really were: 


were the savages who preceded civilization. When 
the real builders—the farmers and the legitimate 
merchants—moved in, they drove the gun-toting cow- 
boys out. 


It was like that in camp after camp, town after 
town, until the likker-propelled cowboy went the 
way of the buffalo. 


One of the legends of the Old West is the gun- 
fanner, the fast draw who shot from the hip. The 
successful marshals of the day scoffed at this. There 
were such fast shooters, the marshals said 
usually died with their boots on. 7
